Yuletide Total

The nation’s traffic death 
toll 
over the New Y e a r’s weekend holi­ 
day was running behind the Christ­ 
m as total by at least IOO. 
T here w ere 
136 persons killed 
In highway accidents since the sur­ 
vey started at 6 p.m. Thursday 
(local time*. In the corresponding 
period for the C hristm as holiday 
the toll was 237. 


Fires Claim 24 
’Hie violent deaths 
since 
New 
Y ear’s Eve was 180. They included 
24 persons who perished in fires 
and 20 others who lost their lives 
in miscellaneous accidents. The 180 
com pared to 285 in the sam e peri­ 
od during the C hristm as holiday. 
The final C hristm as traffic death 
total was 523. 
The C hristm as total is included 
am ong the National Safety Coun­ 
cil’s estim ated 38,000 persons killed 
in 
traffic accidents 
in 1953, the 
sam e as in 1952. It was the first 
y ear since 1949 that the toll did not 
increase. Tile council said 1953 had 
the lowest m ileage death ra te in 
the history of traffic accident rec­ 
ords. It w as estim ated at 6.9—the 
n um ber of deaths p er IOO million 
miles.

Ile suggests (hiving long stakes 
into the ground beside your ever­ 
greens. 
Pieces of rubber hose or 
soft cloth ships can bf* used to 
tie plants to the -take support 
without damaging the plants. Main 


s t e m s can he supported between 
two oi more stakes. 
And. Cox says, you can paint 
the -takes green so they won’t be 
noticed 
Pieces of cloth of a sub­ 
tle color that will blend into the 
bai kground are best 
For multi-branched shrubs, tie 
the branches together with pieces 
of -oft clot!). 
This usually will 
be enough to prevent injury from 
a heavy snow. according to Cox. 
It tin* job hasn’t been (lone be­

The biggest problem ha 
been 
to seal a basement on the inside 
strongly enough to stop the pres­ 
sure of water from the outside. 
For a long time, this was thought 
to be virtually 
impossible. 
Now 
many w aterproofer say it can be 
done. Harrison Todd of Sacramen­ 
to, Calif., for one, has had out­ 
standing .successes in doing this, 
even against high water pressure. 
A 
modern chemical discovery, 
making use of silicones to 
bate pores in masonry and seal it 
against the passage of moisture, 
has been one of the most interest­ 
ing developments in this direction. 
Silicones, which 
are 
extremely 
minute in size, are derived from 
silicon, a natural element. They 
have played important roles in the 
manufacture 
of 
lubricants and 
steel. 
Recently a cement paint in pow­ 
der form, soluble in water, com­ 
prising a base of powder contain­ 
ing 
silicones, 
activated 
metallic 
compounds and very finely ground 
aggrega *s, was developed by the 


Siliphane Corp. of America. The 
manufacturers say that when this 
1 compound is applied to a thor­ 
oughly wet concrete wall, the sili- 
cones do not merely remain on the 
: surface, but have a tendency to 
migrate, following 
the 
moiseure 
, into the wall. 
According to laboratory 
tests 
and Dr. F. O. Anderegg, an au- 
! thority on masonry 
construction, 
the silicones expand, become in­ 
soluble and nonreversible. The re- 
P* 'J* - suit is an egg-shell-like seal. 
Silicones also can be used as 
curers in new 
watertight 
con­ 
crete. They slow down the drying 
process, penetrating as deeply as 
the moisture exists and thus wa­ 
terproof the finished wall or floor. 


To waterproof an existing base­ 
ment, sources of incoming water 
must be 
eliminated. 
Holes 
or 
crack? 
have 
to be filled — all 
spaces closed up. The surface of 
the concrete or masonry to be wa­ 
terproofed must be free of dirt, 
dust, soot, grease and other paint 
coatings, except Portland cement

Oil base paints must be re­ 
moved because they may loosen 
and peel in the future and oil or 
wax prevent' 
.ie*Ties fcom en­ 
tering pores and migrating. 
A wall should be urns > d down 
with a wire brush to remove loose 
particles. Then it must be thor­ 
oughly saturated with water. A 
fine spray from a garden hose will 
do this. The wetter the wall, the 
deeper the silicones can penetrate. 
A first coat of this compound 
(known as Si I itex SF) is then ap­ 
plied with a scrub brush. This 
type of brush is recommended be­ 
cause 
rough-textured 
masonry 
soon wears down a paint 
brush 
and paint brushes are more ex­ 
pensive. After the first coat has 
dried for four to IO hours, a sec­ 
ond coat can be applied with a 
paint brush. 
Although 
this 
compound 
is 
available in pastel .-hades of rose, 
buff, gray, and green, as well as 
white, it can bt* painted over with 
any type and color of paint. The 
manufacturers sav that a silicone 
coating even makes it practicable 
to wallpaper a cellar wall. 
The cost of 
waterproofing 
a 
cellar with an area of 800 square 
feet — aside from repair materi­ 
als— is estimated at about $40. The 
more porous the material, howev­ 
er, the more paint is needed, be­ 
cause porous materials, such as 
concrete or cinder blocks allow* the 
silicones to penetrate 
deeper 
in 
their water-chasing and 
water­ 
proofing processes.
